morning, believed he was on the trail 
of W alter Socolow and Jam es “Jack*' 
H art, sought in connection with 
the 
m urder of William B. Norris and the 
robbery of the Hicks, Tase and Norris 
company payroll 
in Baltimore, 
last 
Friday. 
Descriptions, 
however, 
re­ 
ceived from Detective 
Davis, of the 
Baltimore police force, failed to tally 
with those of the two men M r. Wilson 
had 
under 
surveillance 
Wednesday 
evening, he said. 
The two men, apparently strangers, 
were first seen loafing around Center 
Square Wednesday evening, and 
by 
their actions and appearances aroused 
the suspicions of the local police. 
The one man 
wore a 
gray 
suit, 
weighed about 135 pounds, was little 
more thin five feet tall and appeared 
between 27 and 30 years of age. 
His companion was of heavier build, 
and weighed about 
165 pounds. 
He 
was about 
5 feet 4 inches tall 
and 
about 33 years old. 
Both men 
wore 
straw hats. 
According to the police, 
the men gave the appearance of hav­ 
ing walked here. 
M r. Wilson kept the men under sur­ 
veillance for some time and this morn­ 
ing they were reported walking west 
on the Fairfield road, according to that 
official. 
M r. Wilson called Baltimore police 
headquarters this morning for a de­ 
scription of Socolow and H art to make 
positive identification. 
The descrip­ 
tion given Mr. Wilson 
by Detective 
Davis, of the Baltimore police, how­ 
ever, fell short of tallying with th at of 
the strangers under surveillance, Wed­ 
nesday evening, according to the local 
authorities.
